: We have all read articles and stories about antique and 

victorian business cards so I thought it would be appropriate to write 
a little story about the "History of Business Cards".------ Earliest 
recorded history for man started when cavemen put their animal drawings 
on the sides of the cave walls. If you let your imagination soar for a 
little bit you can just about visualize these same cave men chipping 
away at a rock and then sending it over to the nearest cave to let them 
know they would like to trade animal skins or arrowheads. Could it be 
these rocks were the first form of (B.C.) business cards? Let's follow 
together an imaginery visualization on the development of b.c.'s thru 
the ages of man. For instance, I can visualize the ancient people in 
the middle east (egyptians,mesopitanians etc) using their newly dis- 
covered papyrus in small little squares with a picture of a chariot on 
it to show the business of chariot building. How about the chinese (with 
rice paper) using small pieces of paper to announce the coming of a 
visiting warlord. Wouldn't it be nice to have cards like these in our 
collections? Just think about the types of b.c.'s that were used by 
earliest civilizations of all types. The Incas would have used gold to 
make their cards and our American Indians bark from trees or animal 
skins.
